Scope and coverage 


This appendix provides descriptive information for the Balsall Common and Hampton-in- 
Arden area CFA23 relating to identified designated and non-designated heritage assets that 
lie within the following study areas: 


e designated assets: All designated assets within 2km of the centre line of the Proposed 
Scheme are listed. Detailed descriptions of assets and their settings are provided only 
for those designated assets where field study has determined a potential for impacts 
on setting or significance to arise; and 


e non-designated assets: Detailed descriptions of all assets and their settings are 
provided for those assets located within the land required to construct the Proposed 
Scheme and within the 500m buffer zone.
